The land history of India, from tihe

lhat season of the year has arrived which is blamed (perhap.s 
blessed) for being the cause of peculiarities of human conduct. 
May Y/c not also attribute the tendency towards retrospection to 
spring weather? At any rate the editors crave the interest 
of readers while they indulge in reltrbspective tendencies, as 
Ihcy look back briefly on the influenceis that have tended |to elevate 
(he Daily to higher plane or relegate it to a mean position amony 
college publications. 

Some students, although not acjtively connected v*rith the 
college paper, have manifested a genuine interest in its welfare, 
contributing news items and articles when their time would' permit, 
injorder to satisfy the insatiable appetite of linotype machines and 
Riessen the worries of the unfortunate individuals whose duty it is 
to find news, or create it when all possible sources are exhausted. 
Some have been willing to overlook faults, not to magnify them, 
snd have accepjlcd articles of merit appreciatively, not failing lo 
îxtend those commendatory words that make an amateur feel that 
his work has not sunk into oblivion entirely unnoticed, and that his 
voluntary sacrifice of precious hours has found its unostentatious 
reward 

Sjui . We (using the personal pronoun in a restricted sense) have 
not^always felt assured that we have been working with the under- 
graduates and not only for them. It is inevitable {that a few 
itudcnts will condemn any journalistic effort that does not reach or 
surpass the standard set by professional newspapers, nor will ithey 
ïonccde the point that the opinions of their fellows students differ- 
ing from their own, may be of some value,. They choose to dis- 
parage literary efforts |that do not come from the pens of C^riyles 
or Arnolds, and do not recognize the fact that perfection in writing 
only comas after long years of apprenticeship in the art. Others 
have a wrong impression of the value of reporjlorial work as a 
student activity, it is true that an undergraduate working as a 
"cub" will never be in the limelight; he will not grind out columns 
of naws inspired by the frenzied shotting bf rooters; but in no 
other field of student activity can a man evince so well qualities of 
steadfastness and stability, if he has those qualities, in the colorless 
routine of a newpapcr office. If a reporter can survive an 
apprenticeship of two or three years still maintaining a sanc^mind, 
he has learned well the lesson of temper control and tolerance. 
At the cn<f of that period of training he must be devoid of the 
passions if not the cares of life. He has learned also that on the 
whole he is better qualified lo speak on the subject of ithe abuses 
of liie English language than those who frequently cqndem him for 
that sin. 

The prevalent belief that the Daily is a laaf resort for students 
wishing to participate in undergradute activities, is probably based 
on the conviction that no work ' which is not lauded' by the 
multitude or rewarded magnificently is worth while. So long a^ 
that belief holds sway the college paper can not reach its maximum 
of perfection, for it will be hampered, as i|l has been this year, by 
the lack of workers.. 

There is a saying that no man is a prophet in his own country 
The same thing applies to a university, for no student can at|tempt 
to' be a prophet in his own college without arousing antagonism 
distrust or some oilhcr variation of unfriendly feeling. No man can 
^clàim to be infallible. We make mistakes frequently. There is no 
objection lo pointing out those mistakes, as long as it is done 
fympalliC|tically, since the Daily is run hy the students and for the 
students we prefer to have those mistakes pointed out by students, 
and by students only.

During the past year nutoinobllc 
lines have been opened up between 
liagdad and Beirut.

Robert College and the American 
UniversJty of Beirut are chartered by 
Ihe TJcgents of New York Stale and 
Lsaiic degrees authorized by Albany. 
Accordingly, many native, govern- 
ment and m'ssion school.", which pre- 
i;arc boys to enter these colletros, 
ni.'Jl base their c""racs on New York 
.State standards. 

The language nf Instructors at the 
two colleges is I^nglish, although thç 
vernacninr tongues are taught. In lh» 
place ot^Latln. and Qrcck Classic!). 

There' arc many permanent profes- 
sors on the fncnliicH, and In addition, 
It is necessary to engage temporary 
teachers for the preparatory schools, 
us Well as instructors for the hlghc.' 
departments of stud.v. A good many 
Princeton men bave fillod such posi- 
tons ill the post, and if any studcnta 
arc interested in serving in tbeac col- 
loges, they can obtain Information 
about thi.s work from the Sccretai-j' 
of the Philadelphia 11 Society.
